MESSAGE 


Fellow  Members  •  The  1986  TNA

Gerald 
Kendall,  your  1st  vice  president,  will 
again  call  for  recommendations, 
from  the  TNA  membership,  those 
persons  whom  it  is  felt  are  worthy  to 
be  submitted  to  the  ANA  for  inclu¬ 
sion  in  their  Hall  of  Fame.  Watch  for 
further  news  regarding  this  in 
Gerald’s  messages. 


Ray  Tate  of  the  Gateway  Coin 
Club  (San  Antonio)  reported  that 
plans  for  the  1987  convention  are 
going  well.  Ray  is  the  general 
chairman  and  Mike  Greenspan  is 
the  bourse  chairman. 

Paul  Garner,  governor  of  District 
V  reported  on  an  exhaustive  study 
he  did  as  chairman  of  a  committee  to 
look  into  the  establishment  by  TNA 
of  a  Numismatics  Crimes  Reward 
Fund.  Because  of  the  possible  legal 
ramifications  involved  in  TNA  get¬ 
ting  into  this  reward  fund  field  it 
was  decided  to  await  some  further 
activity  and  action  before  making  a 
final  decision  on  Paul's  survey  and 
recommendations. 

Several  months  ago  Francis  Run- 
kle  was  transferred  from  Amarillo  to 
the  Houston  area.  Nela,  who  is 
Francis'  wife,  and  was  our  District 
XI  governor,  had  to  resign  as  district 
governor.  Our  former  president 
Lloyd  Colvin,  who  lives  in  Amarillo, 
has  agreed  to  serve  out  the  term 
vacated  by  Nela.  The  Board  ap¬ 
proved  his  appointment. 

Bids  for  the  printing  of  the  TNA 
NEWS  were  discussed.  The  board

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FORT  WORTH  HOSTS  SUCCESSFUL 
TNA  CONVENTION  DESPITE  WEATHER

A  sudden  startling  weather  freak 
raced  into  the  numismatic  picture 
during  the  28th  convention  of  the 
Texas  Numismatic  Association  but 
90-mile-an-hour  winds,  blankets  of 
rain  and  2-3  inches  of  hail  in  Down¬ 
town  Fort  Worth  didn't  dampen  the 
spirits  of  conventioneers. 

The  violent  storm  hit  the  city  on 
Saturday  during  the  TNA  educa¬ 
tional  program  but  most  of  the  dam¬ 
age  was  confined  to  the  bourse  area 
in  the  Tarrant  County  Convention 
Center  caused  by  a  leaking  roof. 
Howard  W.  Luke,  general  chairman, 
had  not  included  the  event  in  the 
convention  schedule. 

The  32-year  old  Fort  Worth  Coin 
Club  hosted  the  convention  on  May 
23,  24,  25  and  set  the  stage  for  the 
climax  of  the  1986  Texas  Sesquicen- 
tennial  celebration  in  which  TNA 
has  participated.  Convention  center 
decorations  carried  out  the  patriotic 
theme  with  colorful  flags  and  table 
accents. 

Dignitaries  attending  the  opening 
ceremony  were  Fort  Worth  Mayor 
Bob  Bolen,  Texas  State  Representa¬ 
tive  Gib  Lewis  and  Miss  Fort  Worth 
Lee  Ann  Gumbory.  The  Sesquicen- 
tennial  post  card  ribbon  cut  by  May¬ 
or  Bolen  led  the  way  to  three  days  of 
numismatic  activities.  The  souvenir 
cards  were  compliments  of  the  Fort 
Worth  Coin  Club  and  given  to  visi¬ 
tors. 

Other  special  guests  were  Beth 
Deisher,  Coin  World  editor,  based  in 


Sidney,  Ohio;  Cliff  Mishler  of 
Krause  Publications,  Inc.,  Iola, 
Wise.;  Florence  Schook,  president  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Assn.; 
Robert  Medlar,  San  Antonio,  and 
Grover  Criswell,  Fort  McCoy,  Fla., 
ANA  governors.  Also  in  attendance 
was  David  Alexander,  Miami  Fla., 
executive  secretary  for  the  Numis¬ 
matic  Literary  Guild.

Ray  Aldrete  of  Houston  won 
the  Kalvert  K.  Tidwell  Literary 
award  for  having  his  article  “The 
Oldest  Mint  on  the  North  American 
Continent”  selected  as  the  best  in 
TNA  News  in  1985. 

Receiving  honorable  mention

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and  Mike  Greenspan,  all  of  San  An¬ 
tonio;  Frank  Clark,  Carrollton;  Glen 
Littrell,  Corpus  Christi;  and  Ber¬ 
nard  Loebe,  Houston.

Harold  Eiserloh  of 
San  Antonio  captured  1st  place  in 
U.S.  coins  and  Charles  Cox,  Fort 
Worth,  2nd.  In  U.S.  currency,  Floyd 
Sims  of  Winters,  received  1st  and 
Frank  Clark,  2nd.

At  the  governors  and  club  repre¬ 
sentatives  breakfast,  conducted  by 
John  Huntley,  TNA  2nd  vice  presi- 
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dent,  it  was  a  time  for  more  special 
honors.

Best  in  show  went  to  Carl  Fogarty 
for  his  exhibit  on  plated  ancient 
coins. 

A  pedigreed  8-piece  1879  proof  set 
in  its  original  case  of  issue  bearing 
the  name  of  its  first  owner.  Miss 
Susie  K.  Southwick  of  New  York 
City,  was  one  of  the  420  rare  and 
choice  items  offered  in  the  TNA  auc¬ 
tion  conducted  by  Numismatic  Auc¬ 
tions  of  Florida,  Inc.  on  Saturday 
evening.  The  set  contained  the 
bronze  Indian  cent,  copper-nickel 
three  cents  and  Shield  nickel,  Lib¬ 
erty  Seated  dime,  quarter  and  half 
dollar,  and  the  Morgan  and  Trade 
dollars. 
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The  set  had  been  given  to  Ms. 
Southwick  on  her  10th  birthday  and 
kept  in  her  family  until  1960  when 
her  son  sold  it  to  a  New  York  antique 
dealer.  David  T.  Alexander  was  auc¬ 
tion  director-cataloger  and  Donald 
Fisher  was  auctioneer. 

The  Postal  Center  set  up  by  the 
U  S.  Post  Office  attracted  many  vis- 
itors,  and  the  postal  staff  was  busy 
cancelling  post  cards  and  TNA  ca¬ 
chets  with  an  appropriate  stamp 
“Sesquicentennial  Station.”  The 
Bureau  of  Engraving  &  Printing 
also  had  an  eye-catching  display  of 
counterfeit  money  in  the  exhibit 
area  along  with  the  TNA  traveling 
numismatic  exhibit  which  had  been 
viewed  by  thousands  of  people  as  it 
made  its  tour  through  10  Texas 
cities. 

General  Chairman  Luke  extended 
thanks  to  the  hard  working  com¬ 


mittees  in  the  planning,  and  carry¬ 
ing  out  duties  pertinent  to  the  con¬ 
vention.  Robert  E.  Slocum  was 
bourse  chairman;  Joe  Wade,  publi¬ 
city;  Werner  Pegg,  awards  -  badges;

Trade  Dollars 


It  is  said  that  until  the  middle  of 
the  19th  century,  more  than  half  of 
the  world’s  silver  was  produced  in 
Mexico.  During  this  time  she  had  the 
ability  to  mint  and  export  millions  of 
dollars’  worth  of  the  precious  metal 
every  year.  Because  the  coins  were 
almost  pure  silver,  they  were  accept¬ 
ed  around  the  world  and  actually 
used  as  legal  tender  in  China  and 
other  parts  of  the  Far  East.  The  dis¬ 
covery  of  large  silver  deposits  in  the 
Western  part  of  the  U.S.  toward  the 
middle  of  the  century  prompted  con¬ 


gressmen  to  exert  pressure  for  legis¬ 
lation  authorizing  the  striking  for 
trade  dollars.  The  bill  was  passed  on 
February  12,  1873.  While  the  stand¬ 
ard  dollar  was  412'/2  grains,  900/ 
1000  pure.  This  fact  was  placed  pro¬ 
minently  on  the  coin.  The  lawmak¬ 
ers  had  erred,  though,  since  while 
the  Mexican  dollar  that  it  was  trying 
to  compete  with  had  only  418  grains, 
it  was  over  97/100  pure.  Rightly  the 
Chinese  merchants  preferred  the 
Mexican  dollar  to  the  U.S.  trade 
dollar.

MEMBER  ADS  FOR  THE  TNA  NEWS 

Michael  Greenspan, 

TNA  Parliamentarian 


I  was  recently  asked  by  the  TNA 
President  to  head  a  committee  to 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  includ¬ 
ing  a  “member  ads”  section  in  the 
TNA  News.  The  report  of  my  com¬ 
mittee  was  presented  to  the  TNA 
board  on  May  24  at  the  TNA  conven¬ 
tion  in  Fort  Worth. 

My  committee  made  four  assump¬ 
tions.  If  approved,  free  member  ads 
must: 

1.  Benefit  the  TNA. 

2.  Benefit  members. 

3.  Not  offend  regular  advertisers. 

4.  Not  be  cost  prohibitive. 

My  committee  contacted  dealers 
who  advertised  in  the  TNA  News 
and  a  considerable  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  to  determine  their  attitude 
about  member  ads.  Members  con¬ 
tacted  during  this  informal  survey 
were  in  general  agreement  concern¬ 
ing  member  ads.  They  felt  it  was  a 
member  service  that  they  might  use 
and  that  it  would  be  interesting  to 
see  what  other  members’  interests 
were.  Many  said  they  would  use  the 
service  to  find  specific  items  for  their 
collections.  When  asked  whether  a 
nominal  charge  for  this  service 
would  deter  them,  most  of  those  who 
said  they  would  use  the  service  also 
said  a  $1.00  -  $2.00  fee  would  not  be 
out  of  line. 


Dealers  who  regularly  advertise 
were  surprisingly  non-commital.  It 
was  impossible  to  contact  many 
dealers,  but  an  attempt  was  made  to 
contact  a  variety.  Most  who  were 
contacted  had  neither  positive  nor 
negative  comments,  but  virtually  all 
dealers  that  were  contacted  said 
while  they  would  feel  more  comfort¬ 
able  if  the  free  ads  were  only  to  buy 
or  trade,  they  did  not  feel  strongly 
about  it. 

Considering  the  advantages  of 
member  ads,  my  report  concluded 
that  they  would  be  a  service  to  mem¬ 
bers  and  a  positive  influence  on  re¬ 
cruitment  and  retention.  Member 
ads  allow  collectors,  for  little  or  no 
cost,  to  locate  needed  items  for  their 
collections,  provide  information  to 
other  members  and  trade  or  sell  ex¬ 
cess  items. 

Disadvantages  also  exist.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  possibility  of  upsetting 
dealers  who  advertise  regularly  in 
the  TNA  News,  the  ads  might  con¬ 
sume  space  now  used  for  numisma¬ 
tic  articles.  Obviously,  there  should 
be  a  balance  between  TNA  business 
items,  numismatic  articles,  and  ad¬ 
vertisements  and,  realistically,  no 
reduction  in  general  numismatic  ar¬ 
ticles  would  be  beneficial  to  the 
membership. 


JULY,  1986 
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Based  on  a  32-page  magazine  (in¬ 
cluding  covers)  and  a  distribution  of 
1200  copies,  each  page  of  the  TNA 
News  costs  more  than  $30.00  to 
produce.  Assuming  an  ad  length  of 
25  words  and  the  same  point  size 
currently  used  throughout  the  mag¬ 
azine,  each  page  could  contain  18-20 
member  ads  -  or  about  $1.50  per  ad.  It 
is  possible,  through  reduction  of  the 
page  or  a  smaller  point  type,  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  greater  number  of  ads  per 
page.  Another  alternative  might  be 
an  insert,  prepared  by  a  member  ad 
editor,  and  sent  to  the  Editor  for 
inclusion  in  the  TNA  News.  The 
committee  found  that  the  TNA 
News  Editor  does  not  have  the  time 
to  collect,  edit  and  paste  up  member 
ads  herself. 

My  committee  recommended  that: 

1.  The  TNA  Board  approve,  on  a 
three-month  trial  basis,  25- 
word  member  classified  ads  in 
the  TNA  News. 

2.  A  charge  of  $1.00  per  ad  be 
assessed  during  the  trial  period 
to  offset  the  cost  to  the  TNA. 

3.  No  member  be  allowed  to  have 
more  than  one  ad  in  each  issue 
and  that  no  ad  may  run  more 
than  one  month  without  spe¬ 
cific  renewal  by  the  member. 

4.  A  member  ad  chairperson  be 
appointed  to  receive,  review, 
and  edit  such  ads,  such  chair¬ 
person  to  have  the  sole  discre¬ 
tion  to  accept  or  reject  any  ad 
for  any  reasonable  cause. 

5.  The  ads  be  printed  on  a  separ¬ 
ate  8  '/<  by  1 1  inch  sheet  of  paper 
to  be  inserted  into  the  TNA 
News  so  as  not  to  reduce  the 
normal  content  of  the  maga¬ 


zine. 

6.  During  the  trial  period,  a  sur¬ 
vey  be  conducted  of  the  entire 
TNA  membership  to  gather 
their  opinions  to  determine  if 
the  member  ads  should  contin¬ 
ue.  This  survey  should  be  writ¬ 
ten  by  the  ad  chairperson,  with 
the  responses  made  public  in 
the  TNA  News. 

THE  RECOMMENDATION 
WAS  VOTED  UPON  BY  THE 
BOARD  AND  DEFEATED  BY  A 
NARROW  MARGIN.  However, 
six  governors  were  absent  from  the 
meeting  and  two  other  eligible  vo¬ 
ters  abstained.  If  any  one  is  inter¬ 
ested,  I  have  the  results  of  the  vote, 
who  voted  positively  and  who  op¬ 
posed  the  proposal. 

Ironically,  after  the  meeting,  sev¬ 
eral  of  those  who  voted  to  defeat  the 
recommendation  or  had  abstained, 
approached  me  and  related  they 
really  thought  the  proposal  was  a 
good  idea  and  should  be  brought  to 
another  vote  at  a  later  date. 

Well,  folks,  it’s  really  up  to  you.  If 
you  want  a  “member  ads"  page,  you 
need  to  let  me  know.  More  impor¬ 
tantly,  you  need  to  let  your  district 
governor  know  your  wishes.  After 
all,  they  are  supposed  to  represent 
the  members  in  their  respective  dis¬ 
tricts.  If  I  get  enough  support  from 
the  membership.  I'll  raise  the  prop¬ 
osal  again  at  the  next  TNA  board 
meeting  in  September.  So,  whether 
you  like  the  idea  or  not,  please  let  me 
know  your  opinion  and  other  sug¬ 
gestions  concerning  the  “member 
ads"  feature.

I  will  be  spending  my  summer  in 
an  exciting  way  this  year,  working 
as  an  intern  at  Coin  World  in  Sid¬ 
ney,  Ohio.  Working  with  the  editor¬ 
ial  staff  of  this  fine  numismatic  pub¬ 
lication  should  prove  to  be  fascinat¬ 
ing  and  educational.  I  hope  to  bring 
back  a  few  insights  into  the  hobby 
from  a  writer’s  point  of  view.  This 
article  will  discuss  the  importance  of 
numismatic  publications,  especially 
to  young  collectors. 

There  are  a  variety  of  numismatic 
publications  available  to  young  col¬ 
lectors.  Coin  World  and  Numis¬ 
matic  News  are  weekly  publica¬ 
tions  in  a  newspaper  format.  The 
yearly  subscription  rate  of  around 
$20  is  a  small  investment  for  the 
vast  amount  of  up-to-date  informa¬ 
tion  on  your  hobby.  Even  if  you  can¬ 
not  afford  to  invest  much  per  year  in 
coins,  you  should  not  hesitate  to 
invest  in  your  numismatic  know¬ 
ledge  by  subscribing  to  a  few  varied 
publications. 

These  weekly  publications  are 
most  important  for  their  tracking  of 
the  numismatic  scene  on  a  day-to- 
day  basis.  Major  trends  and  con¬ 
troversies  are  discussed  in  depth, 
and  these  are  matters  of  great  im¬ 


portance  to  you  as  a  collector.  Keep¬ 
ing  your  eye  on  the  information  pre¬ 
sented  in  these  publications  will  af¬ 
ford  you  much  insight  and  practical 
knowledge  into  the  hobby. 

Monthly  numismatic  publications 
include  Coins  and  COINage  mag¬ 
azines.  These  magazines  offer  an 
overview'  of  the  important  numis¬ 
matic  events  of  the  month.  Both  the 
weekly  and  monthly  publications 
offer  value  guides  with  current  pri¬ 
ces  of  U.S.  coins. 

Learning  the  facts  about  certain 
facets  of  the  hobby  and  the  opinions 
of  those  involved  in  the  action  of  the 
hobby  from  these  publications  will 
assist  you  in  forming  your  own  opin¬ 
ions,  and  will  compliment  your  basic 
numismatic  knowledge. 

Another  important  type  of  num¬ 
ismatic  publication  is  the  auction 
catalog.  Coin  companies  publish  an 
auction  catalog  to  promote  the  auc¬ 
tion  and  describe  the  coins  for  bid¬ 
ders.  The  usual  charge  for  such  a 
catalog  is  $10,  and  they  are  free  if 
you  purchase  coins  from  the  com¬ 
pany.  Purchasing  only  a  few  major 
auction  catalogs  a  year  would  sup¬ 
ply  you  with  a  large  amount  of  sta¬ 
tistical  information  on  the  coin

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THE  ENGLISH  MODEL  PENNIES 


The  English  “Model  Pennies” 
were  designed,  struck  and  issued  by 
Joseph  Moore.  He  struck  them  as  an 
improvement  on  the  large,  heavy 
copper  and  bronze  coins  then  in  cir¬ 
culation.  With  the  silver  center,  the 
weight  and  bulk  of  the  coins  could  be 
brought  down  without  affecting  the 
monetary  value.  The  model  coins 
had  a  beaded  border  surrounding 
the  center  which  served  to  identify 
the  coins  by  touch.  With  these  fea¬ 
tures  it  is  easy  to  see  why  these  pri¬ 
vate,  experimental  coins  met  great 
favor  with  the  public.  The  mint  in  all 
probability  would  have  accepted  the 
design  except  for  two  factors: 

1.  It  would  cost  too  much  to 
make  holed  copper  planchets, 
strike  them,  plug  them  and  strike 
the  plugs.  These  are  four  opera¬ 
tions  in  what  used  to  be  done  in 
two. 

2.  The  pressure  put  on  the  cop¬ 
per  by  the  silver  plug  was  too 
great;  at  least  eight  planchet 
cracks  can  be  seen  on  a  specimen 
in  several  collections.  This  would 
be  completely  unsatisfactory  as 
the  process  produced  a  poor  exam¬ 
ple  of  medallic  art.  The  Royal 
Mint  produced  some  beautiful 
coins  during  the  early  Victorian 
period,  such  as  the  “Gothic 
Crown”  and  the  “Gothic  Florin.” 
A  coin  with  cracked  planchets 
could  hardly  be  considered  beau¬ 
tiful  and  certainly  not  up  to  the 
mint's  standards. 

The  date  of  the  striking  of  the 
model  pennies  is  somewhat  uncer¬ 
tain.  It  could  be  either  1844  or  1848. 
Since  some  dated  varieties  were 
struck  in  1844,  it  is  the  general  opin¬ 
ion  that  the  updated  coins  also  were 
minted  at  that  time. 


Moore  made  several  different  dies 
that  were  used  for  the  portraits  in 
the  centers,  so  a  few  differences 
appear.  Model  pennies  were  made  in 
1, 1/2, 1/ 4, 1/8,  l/16and  1/32 penny 
denominations. 

Only  the  1  and  l/2d  had  silver 
centers,  the  l/4d  and  l/8d  coins 
were  all  copper,  the  l/16d  and  1/32 
were  all  silver. 

There  are  four  types  of  the  1  and 
1/2  penny  coins: 

1.  All  copper  -  Extremely  Rare, 
possibly  unique. 

2.  All  silver  -  Extremely  Rare, 
possibly  unique. 

3.  Copper  with  brass  center  - 
Very  Rare. 

4.  Copper  with  silver  center  - 
Common. 

A  description  of  the  coins  are  as 
follows: 

ONE  PENNY  - 

Obverse  -  Beaded  Border. 
Rim,  One  Penny.  Model  Cen¬ 
ter,  VICTORIA.  Hd.  1.,  REG. 
Within  beaded  border. 
Reverse  -  Beaded  Border. 
Rim,  One  Penny.  Model  Cen¬ 
ter,  beaded  border,  1.  Diameter 
22.5mm.  Center  9.5mm.  Edge  - 
Plain. 

HALF  PENNY  - 

Obverse  -  Beaded  Border. 
Rim,  Half  Penny.  Model  Cen¬ 
ter.  Similar  as  above  but  leg¬ 
end  V-Ror  V-R. 

Reverse  -  Rim.  Beaded  Bor¬ 
der,  Halfpenny  Model  Center. 
Beaded  Border,  1/2  Diameter 
19.5mm.  Edge  -  Plain.
